For Polanski, the temptation must be 
enormous — his latest movie, Tess, has 
received six Oscar nominations, including 
Best Picture and Best Director. 

- He made the film'in France, where he 
has lived since fleeing California three 
years ago before being sentenced on a 
charge of having unlawful sexual inter- 
course with a 13-year-old girl. 


. He took a huge gamble recently on a 
trip from France to Tahiti when he had 
to switch planes in Los Angeles. Although 
he did not go through customs, Polanski 
was on American Soil. 

He 'rather nervously" waited in a 
departure lounge, hoping nothing would 
change his flight schedule. Nothing did. 

Acclaimed for his work on Chinatown 
and Rosemary's Baby, Polanski based 
Tess on the Thomas Hardy novel, Tess Of 
The D'Urbervilles, about a fiercely in- 
dependent young woman undone by the 
hypocrisy of 18th pu English socie- 
ty. 

Polanski groomed beautiful Nastassia 
Kinski for the role after meeting her four 
years ago, when she was just 15. 

They had a well-publicised romance

The 47-year-old director has dedicated 
Tess to his late actress-wife, Manson 
murder victim Sharon Tate.
